Representative WHITMIRE proposes the following amendment: 
 
Move to reconsider Amendment #5, Table Amendment, and Amend Further 
 
1A.16. (SDE-EIA: Dropout Prevention and High Schools That Work Programs)  The 
Department of Education must report annually by December first, to the Governor, the 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, the Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, the Chairman of the Senate Education Committee, and the Chairman 
of the House Education and Public Works Committee on the effectiveness of dropout 
prevention programs funded by the Education and Economic Development Act and on 
the High Schools that Work Programs’ progress and effectiveness in providing a better 
prepared workforce and student success in post-secondary education.  The department, 
school districts, and special schools may carry forward unexpended funds from the prior 
fiscal year into the current fiscal that were allocated for High Schools That Work.
